Not a Bigamist in This Country and 


Earl Russell Will Be Allowed to 
Land. 


FOR CIVIL WAR EXPENSES. 


Concord, Oct. 29.—Col. Solon Car- 


ter, state treasurer, when shown a 
Washington despatch this morning to 
the effect that the claim of $122,047, 
for equipping troops for the civil war, 
had been allowed by the court of 
claims, said that the amount was 
mainly for interest on notes and 
bonds issued by authority of the state 
legislature under an act passed in 
1861, to raise money to equip the 
troops raised in this state for duty in 
the south. The amount of notes and 
bonds issued under authority of the 
act was $1,412,591.11, and for this ex- 
penditure the state has received at 
various times from the United States 
government the sum of $972,352.08. 


For a time the United States re- 


fused to consider claims presented 
by the various states for interest on 
the principal amounts expended for 
equipping the troops, but some time 
ago New York put in a claim of this 
character, and'it was allowed by the 
United States court of claims. This 
established a precedent which was 
taken advantage of by claimants, and 
one of the first acts of the late Gov. 
Ramsdell was to appoint an agent to 
prosecute the claims of New Hamp 
shire before the court. 


The amount due the state in inter- 


est on the several note and bond is- 
sues under the act of 1861, at that 
time was figured at $780,369.68. By 
figuring off the interest on claims 
presented by the state and heretofore 
paid by the general government the 
amount was reduced 
to 
$122,047. 


Treasurer Carter is of the opinion that 
special legislation by congress will be 
necessary before the money can be 
turned over. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 29—H. A. 


Taylor, assistant secretary of the 
treasury, has taken action to prevent

According to the ruling of Mr, Tay< 


'lor, Barl Russell will not be barred 
out of the Unite* States as a convict, 
as he obtained a divorce in Dakota 
before remarrying, and is not guilty 
of bigamy in the eyes of the Ameri- 
can government. 


The office of the commissioner of 


immigration recently received a let- 
ter from Horace J. Smith of Philadel- 
phia, who called attention to the trip 
of Earl Russell to America. 
Mr. 


Smith, it is said, is a relative of the 
earl's divorced wife. He wanted to 
bring out the fact that under the 
United States, Earl Russell should be 
denied admission because convicted 
of a crime involving moral turpitude, 
and he referred to the act of congress 
of March 3, 1891, as governing the 
case. 


The immigration inspectors at var- 


ious ports of entry were advised to 
submit the matter to a board of spe- 
cial inquiry should the necessity arise. 


Mr. Taylor, upon hearing of the 


matter, directed the immigration au- 
thorities to recall the letter from the 
port inspectors. 
Mr. Taylor, said 


that, 
according to newspaper ac- 


counts. Earl Russell was free under 
the laws of the United States to con- 
tract a second marriage. Earl Rus- 
sell was divorced in Dakota, and was 
therefore at liberty to remarry, no 
matter what the English courts had 
to say. 
Mr. Taylor said the depart- 


ment does not believe that Earl Rus- 
sell is guilty of an infamous crime 
"involving moral turpitude" In the 
sense of the act of March 3, 1891.

Give the patient a thorough rub- 
bing with this all over the body, rubbing 
in as much aw the skin will absorb. Un 
tier the arms, kue^s and soles of. the feel 
the absorption will be found very groat. 
Less Mill be needed as tune goes on, but 
as the ointment v.-ill keep the quantity 
made docs not signify. The skin should 
be biuhed with hot water, u«"mg soap, be- 
fore the daily application and nibbing.

It' she has children, tbe government will 


look out for them. She must pay a regu- 
lar fee to the insurance or death fund 
that S!K- may not become a public charge 
in ease of disablement or death. There 
is an aOvantage to the sirl in this} govern- 
mental interest, for she cannot be dis- 
charged without cause. When she does 
leave, the employer buys another card, 
green in color, on which the same com- 
plete,description of the departing domes- 
tic as that on the white card is recorded 
That must be left at the police station 
•ight away, for government brooks no de- 
ay in these matters. 
This is the system by which the police 


have their finsers on every man, woman 
aud child in Germany. Any infririRemen. 
of the rules is promptly punished by ar 
rest nnd a fine. The result is noted in thi 
harmonious relations existing botweeb 
employers nnd employees who, for thi 
most part, are industrious and quiet, will 
ins to do anything asked of them, but ex

"When the assassin emerged from his 


cell to pay the penalty of his crime, he 
traversed a distance of twenty-five 
feet. lie passed two of the cells on 
the same side of the building as ihe 
cue he left, walked fifteen feet to the 
narrow corridor, live feet down that 
and through a great iron door that is 
only opened when the law demands 
the taking of a life. 


Strapped In the Chair. 


Through this door ho passed. The 


door was shut behind him instantly, 
so thnt no sound might reach the ears 
of the other men in tho condemned 
cells. Five feet from the door he saw 
the chair of death.

manner, a pair of black trousers, a 
loose gray shirt and a pair of gray 
socks completing Ihe outfit.

WASIIIXCSTOS, D. C , Oct. 30 —Gen. 


A W. Gret-ly, ohitf signal officer of the 
United States army, B»y« in his annual 
report: 


"The operations of the signal corps 


bare been oo-existeut with the opera 
tions of the army of the United BUtes, 
not theoretically, but on broad lines 
end activities, which have comprised 
practically the antire area, not only of 
the United States proper, but also of 
Alaska, Cnba, Porto Rioo and the Phil 
ippines, and a portion of China. 


"The munter-out of the last volunteer
